dwellings. He has pointed out the serious health and sani 
tary dangers resulting from overcrowding. But in spite 
of his warnings, Edmonton has had no relief in this respect 


Recently, Edmonton has made a series of appeals to 
Ottawa. And here the matter has been bandied 
about between Wartime Housing Limited and the Real 
Property Administrator without concrete result. Each 
acknowledges thé gravity of the situation. Each passes on 
the responsibility to the other,

Actually, the basic responsibility is on the shoulders 
of the Federal Department of Finance which has permitted 
the financial boycott of Alberta in regard to building loans 
Had Ottawa forbidden the financial bottleneck which 
prohibited normal building, the situation here would not 
be so desperate today. ‘ 


It is to be hoped that Mayor Fry will bear these facts 
in mind when he makes his presentation to the Dominion 
Cabinet.

DEATH BY SLAVERY 


The Nazis thus opened one of the 


vilest little chapters in the Nazi 
decade’s record of unblemished 
vileness. Their case was so utterly 
transparent and guileless, that it 
stank even in the dulled nostrils 
jof their own people. They pounced 
upon a handful of enervated, help 
less human beings and assigned 
them to death by slavery, while 
their press screamed that these 
hopeless wretches were involved in 
a plot to destroy Germany, the 
most powerful military nation in 
history. These were old people 
They were not a vigorous opposi 
tion; their fondest hope was to die 
quietly and from natural causes 
not torture To have executed 
them would have been aimost 
humanitarian, too much so for Nazi 
taste 


In the dead of night, when the 
old people had either gone to bed 
or were undressing, the Gestapo 


fell upon them, Generally, there 
was no warning; just a sudden 
pounding on the door, They 


were given from a quarter of an 


hour te an hour to pack, to settle 
the affairs of a lifetime and 
leave homes they had lived in 
since childhood. The time was 
sufficient, though, for they could 
take only what they could pack 
and carry with them—a bag of 


shabby clothing. What they could 


could not carry with them in } 
their own hands and on their 
backs, automatically became the 


possession of the German state 
their furniture, worn bits of linen, 
meager possessions, but all they 
had in the world. The 1941 haul

It is the policy of the Government that 
the Reserve Army should be entrusted 
with the task of defending Canada should 
the need arise. And we have had no guar- 
antee, as yet, that the need may not arise 
at any time. 

The Reserve Army, then, plays a Stra- 
tegic and important war role. It is not 
merely a preparatory school for the Active 
Army. It has its own duties and its own 
highly specific purpose. On this basis, it 
no longer offers merely initial training in 
defence, but a full and complete training. 

Those who would ensure the integrity 
of their homes against a dangerous and 
powerful enemy will give serious thought 
to the proposal that everyone should take 
this training at once.

Back to Berlin 


It is unlikely the bombing of Berlin 
would have been resumed after fourteen 
months, and on what appears to be a con- 
tinuous schedule, without assurance that 
there are plenty of planes now available 
for the job. The former scattered visits to 
Hitler’s capital were of temporary effect, 
as such occasional raids have been else- 
where. The plan now, it may be assumed, 
is to do to Berlin what was done to Col- 
ogne, Rostok and Lubeck—and what the 
luftwaffe tried to do to London. 

The week-end attacks recall President 
Roosevelt's promise that military centres in 
enemy country will be bombed “heavily 
and relentlessly”, which also carried an in- 
ference that the machines are on hand to 
administer the punishment now.

clared the disarmament clauses of 
the Versailles Treaty null and void, 


France alone, and the small 
countries surrounding Germany, 
were for security by permanent 


Germar disarmament 

Now, why did this happen? 

The real reason was that the vic- 
torious powers after the last war 
immediately began to play a bal- 
ance of power politics amongst 
themselves. When France appeared 
too mighty in the balance of power 
situation, they closed their eyes to 
the coming up of Germany. Russia 
wanted to keep the western powers 
divided because she feared an 
anti-Communist crusade, and there- 
fore tried to intensify the antag- 
onisms between Germany and the 
western powers, and even to back 
as a sort of buffer 
state. Mussolini, having tried to get 
concessions by the consent of Brit- 
ain and France, and hoping for fish 
out of troubled waters, troubled the 
waters, and the best way to do that 
was to back Germany 

Finally, even the democratic ele- 
ments in Germany, felt the injustice 
and security of a disarmed nation 
in the midst of a highly armed 
world. 

Thé point in re-hashing this his- 
tory is only to get a realistic view 


of the future. There is, on the 
record, no assurance that a grand 
alliance will outlast ten, twenty, or 


thirty years, if it is only a negative 
alliance to prevent the rise again 
of ones late enemies, and not @ 
positive collaboration for the crea- 
tion of a new world. And, if the 
second is the aim, then it must be 
accompanied by every effort to dis- 
solve old antagonisms and integrate 
former enemies into a new and 
higher entity of the world. 

If the disarmament of our 
enemies is to be regarded as the 
last step in the war, we will all 
agree. But if it is to be regarded as 
the first step in making a truly 
constructive peace, then I greatly 
fear it will turn out to be the first 
we toward me next war.
